{ all the Paſſes, and fo ſtrongly Encamped near 
Dndalk, which they had very well Fortified, that 
fthey had not been the leaſt of Men, would have 
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Mountains ; but they Retir'd to Drogheda, where 
ey ſtayed Encamp'd,with the River Boyne before 
them, that is but Fordable in three places, and two 
if them but at low Water : We put our ſelves in 
attle, which ſight frighted them , tho? they had 
the Impudence ro come to the Water-lide and call 
s all the Rogues, Rebels, &c. that the French 
Tongue affords. "That Evening was ſpent in Can- 
ronading, and the next morning his Majeſty was 
rolved to Attacque them, and force their Camp, 
which certainly was as bold a thing as ever was 
lone; in order to which, he ſent the Right Wing 
of Horſe, and three Brigades of Foor, with ſome 
ſnall Field-pieces, to a Paſs ſome 4 Miles fromonr 
(imp, which Paſs they were Maſlersof : They 
king us March , went with the beſt part of the 
kmy towards the Paſs,and left in the Camp Lieu- 
lnant-General Azmilton, and ſeveral Battalians, 
ada good number of Hor ſe, before their Camp, 
0 keep that Paſs.
